HE Post-Dispatch is 22 vears old today. 
The first issue of the Evening Dis- 
patch under the ownership of Josepa 
Pulitzer. was published Dec. 10, 18:8, 
the wreck of the old newspaper having 
been purchased by him at sheriff's sale the 
day before for $2500. Two days later the pa- 
per was consolidated with the Evening 
Post. 

The property which has been developed 
into the Post-Dispatch of today was then a 
derelict upon the sea of journalism. It had 
no circulation, no business, no influence 
The first issue consisted of 1000 copies. 

Upon its twenty-second birthday the 
Post-Dispatch is pleased to invite attention 
to the fact that it Is the leading newspa- 
per of St. Louis, with an ever-widening 
sphere of influence extending over many 
states, and to review in brief the achieve- 
ments which have made it the first news- 
paper west of the Mississippi. 

During the month of November, this year, 
the Post-Dispatch surpassed all previous 
records in all departments. 

The circulation has grown from the mod- 
est 1000 of the first issue to the grand fig- 
ure of 160,372 copies Sunday, Dec. 9, 1900. 

The “‘want" advertising patronage has 
grown from about 1000 “‘wantg’’ a month in 
IS78 to 21,873 last November, and by actual 
measurement it has been shown that dur- 
ing that month the Post-Dispatch published 
more columns of home and foreign advertis- 
ing than any other St. Louis newspaper. 

The fact that the Post-Dispatch leads in 
eiyculation and in all kinds of advertising 
proves that it is the most popular newspa- 
per in its territory. Within 22 years it has 


‘grown from a very humble beginning to 


this exalted state by reason of adhering to 
the policy laid down by the proprietor, in 
an editorial published on the date of the 
consolidation of the Post and the Disp a*-th: 


‘The Post-Dispatch will serve go party, 
but the people; will be no organ cf Rep.ib- 
licanism,’ but the organ of truth: will fol- 
low no caucuses, but its own convictions; 
will not support the ‘administration,’ Lut 
criticise it; will oppose all frauds and 
shams, wherever and whatever chey care; 
will advocate principles and ideas iather 
than prejudices and partisanship. 

“These ideas and principles are precisely 
the same as those upon which our govern- 
ment was originally founded, and to which 
we owe our country’s marvelous growth 


and development. They are the «ame that 


made a republic possible, and without 


which a real republic is impossible. They 
are the ideas of a true, real, genuine democ- 
racy. They are the principles of true local 


self-government.”’ 


With this declaration of principles the 
Post-Dispatch was launched) upon its career. 
A newspaper with independent ideas, 
hitched to no faction, bound to no party, 
clinging *to no clique, was a new thing un- 
der the sun. At first the public was star- 
tied. Later it became interested. Now it is 
co-operating fully. 

The growth of the Post-Dispatch is due 
to its hewing to the line. Very early in its 
career it began proving its claim that 
was the paper of the peaple. Within a 
month of the first issue the newspaper °x- 
posed wealthy taxdodgers. Some eminent- 
lv respectable citizens made false returns 
of their tax lists and thus robbed the city 
and state of legitimate revenues, making 
the burdens of taxation heavier for the 
poor. Their names were published, to 
gether with facts necessary to expose (he 
wrong, and the city was shocked 

To aniagonize these influential citize 
was thought, meant ruin. Loss of adver- 
tising patronage was predicted But 
the Post-Dispatch continued its on 
Slaught upon the citadel of those 
who, reveling in Iluxuries§ refused to 
bear. their fair share of the pub- 
lic expense. In the end the battle was 
won, honest men, both rich and poor, ap- 
proved the crusade, and the dodgers were 
forced to pay their taxes. 

St. Louis had an absolutely fearless and 
independent newspaper, and this splend.d 
beginning of the fulfi!iment of its promise 
Was a guarantee of its future conduct. 

In 18159 a gambling and lottery ring con- 
trolled St. Louis, dictating nominations 
for public office and manipulating the off! 
clals like manikins. Hlome and foreign 
lottery companies had hundreds of ticaet 
venders in the city, like a great net catch- 
ing up the earnings of the poor. ‘All kinds 
of gambling places flourished. The Post-Dis- 
patch took up the cudgel of correction. The 
connection between the lottery ring and the 
city and state officials was made public 
and the [Indictment was thrust home in such 
@ way that 50 persons connected with the 
Missour! Lottery were arrested and neay- 
ily fined, the St. Louls Lottery company was 
dissolved, a leader of the gambling ring was 
sent to the penitentiary for perjury at an 
official investigation which the Post-Dis- 
patch compelled and the Johnson law

heads. In 1883-a more powerful clique than 
that of 1879 was organized. Public offices 
were sold for cash considerations, and all 
kinds of gambling were protected by the 
Officials. The Post-Dispatch revealed ihe 
situation in its true light, an investigation 
was ordéred, and the gambling ring was 
completely broken up. 

Last summer the Post-Dispatch again 
opened its guns upon the gambling offend- 
ers. The city was full of policy shaps, 
slot-gambling de.‘ces, craps games and 
other illegal enterprises conducted for the 
purpose of scooping up the earnings of 
the poor. It was hinted that these gam- 
biing places and devices were being pro- 
tected for a consideration, and the Post- 
Dispatch made public the story, printed the 
location of games and slot machines, and 
compelled the police to raid many houses 
and break up the policy shops. 

The tight against the gas trust, from 1896 
to IM, was one of the fiercest which the 
Post-Dispatch has waged for the people, 
but it is admitted bv the officers of 
the old gas companies that the $1 gas of to- 
dav, instead of the $3.50 gas of 1886, is due 
thus early to the efforts of the Post-Dis- 
} atch. 

In 1889 the Post-Dispatch revealed the cru- 
eiuies practiced by noncommissioned of- 
ficers at Jefferson Barracks. at the instance 
ol commissioned officers, such as the string- 
ing up and beating of private soldiers. These 
facts were learned by a representative of 
the paper, who enlisted in the service for 
that purpose. There was a great public out- 
cry against this medieval system of discip- 
line The secretary of war ordered an in- 
vestigation, an officer of high rank was 
trarsferred, the noncommissioned officers 
who offended were reduced to the ranks, 
and the torture system was abolished. 

This is but one of many instances where 
the Post-Dispatch has exerted all its influ- 
ence and energies in humane work. 

In the same vear the Post-Dispatch raised 
a’fund of more than $5000, nearly all in 25- 
eent pleces, for the defense of the great 
Irish home rule advocate, Charles Stewart 
Parnell. who was unjustly accused of com- 
pliceity in the Phenix Park murders. 

The Louisiana Lottery had become an 
octopus whose tentacles reached into innu- 
merable American homes, taking the bread 
from the mouths of children. The Post- 
Dispatch sent a staff corresponden} to in- 
vestigate this company’s method of bribing 
states to secure franchises. The whole coun- 
try was aroused by the publication of the 
facts. The Louisiana Lottery is a thing of 
the past 

At present and for many months past the 
Post-Dispatch, true to the expressed deter- 
mination not to flatter the administration, 
but to criticize it, when occasion demanded, 
thas exposed the present corrupt and in- 
competent city administration, and. this 
newspaper now is leading the struggle for 
the purification of the city government and 
the restoration of St. Louis to a condition

a day, @emploving a large force of men to

ELDORADO, Kan., Dec. 10.—When Jesa- 
sie Morrison entered the courtroom this 
morning it was to hear the last argu- 
ment in her defense for the murder of Mrs.

UNMERITED POVERTY. 


The report of the New York Association for the Improve- 
ment of the Poor for the past year is valuable as showing 
the cuuses of poverty. Of 6600 cases investigated, 941 were 
due to lack of work, 1198 to illness, 307 to old age, 321 to de- 
Sertion by husband, 312 to intemperance and 245 to shiftless- 
ness. 

The first four causes named may be said to bring unmer- 
ited joverty; in the last two the poverty is deserved. In

set aside twelve of the charges under which 
he was convicted, but made no change of 
the sentence imposed by the court-martial 
In addition to the prison sentence, Carter 
was fined $5000, which was paid, and was 
dismissed from the army. 
Judges Thayer and Hook find these pro- 
ceedings were entirely regular. 
In the petition to them Capt. Carter was 
represented by his brother, I Stanton Car- 
ter, and his attorneys, Frank P. Blair and 
. H. Grosvenor. 
One of the chief contentions urged on 
his behalf was that the President in re- 
ducing the number of specifications pre- 
ferred, hereby made void the entire pun- 
ishment inflicted. i 
On this point Judge Thayer says: ‘The 
punishment prescribed by the articles of 
war is attached to the charge and not the 
specifications made thereunder, the latter 
being merely by way of exemplification 
and detailed statement of the princina 
charges to which they respectively rel#e, 
but even if this were not so, the 
well established that where a sentence in 
gross is pronounced upon a conviction un- 
der an indictment containing seve-al counts 
and upon appeal or review some of them 
are held bad and the others are sustained, 
the sentence will not be disturbed, provided 
it is such as could lawfully have been im- 
poor under the courts which were up- 
eld.”’

A petition for a write of certiorari was 
then taken to the Supreme Court and de- 
nied by that tribunal. 

Further proceedings were brought before 
the Supreme Court, but that body, in dis- 
missing the apeal and proceeding inerror, 
did not pass on the questions affecting 
the validity of the conviction and sentence 
of Capt. Carter, but held practically that a 
defeated party did not have the right to 
have his case finally determined in the 
Supreme Court and in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals on independent appeals.
